The country about is nearly all in the hands of the Cubans, but there are daily incursions by for- 
aging parties of Spanish soldiers, and skirmishes are very frequent. 

Before the correspondents landed from the Triton a Cuban boat was seen putting out from the 
shore. Suddenly a horseman galloped down the beach and made signals to the boat, which returned 
and brought? him off to the Triton. 

Hie proved to be Col, Hernandez of the Cuban army, Who had landed at Banes and had been 
pursued by Spaniards. He was made welcome and gave much valuable information, which was 
forwarded to Admiral Sampson. 

After the Post-Dispatch camp had been gotten in shape Seovel and Crane started up in the 
mountains with an escort of Cuban soldiers to get a view of the harbor of 8: intiago, where Cervera’s 
warships are anchored.

Instructions Received at the Revenue 
Office Which Will Be of Fartic- 
ular Interest to All Kinds 
of People. 


Internal Revenue Collector H. C. Grenner 
has received the first definite instructions 
as to the manner of handling the stamps by 
which a large part of the war revenue will 
be realized. 

The document is important to the public, 
and particularly those who will be large 
users of stamps, and ts given tn full 

It will be observed that St. Louis is desig- 
nated as one of only five cities where 
Stamps will be imprinted directly upon 
checks and drafts. 

The instructions are as follows: 
“Treasury Departmen‘, Office of the Com- 

missioner of Internal Revenue. 

“Washington D. C., June 18.—To Rev- 
enue Collectors: The revenue act of June 
13, 1898, providing stamp taxes on the docu- 
ments, articies and things enumerated in 
Schedules A and B of said act, becomes 
operative as to such taxes on and after 
July 1, 1898. In view of the public demand 
for information relative to the method of 
procuring, affixing and canceling said 
stamps, the following instructions are fur- 
nished, with the request that you give the 
same the widest publicity possible: 

“Adhesive stamps of the following denom- 


inations will be supplied Collectors before 
Juiy 1, 1898, for sale: 

“Document: iry stamps under —— A, 
1, 3. 4. 5, 10, 5 and 5 50 cents; 1, 3, 5, 10 and 
50, ARS 

“Proprietary stamps, ‘schedule B, \%, 
and % of a cent and 1, 1%, 2, M5, 4 
cents, 

“These st ne may be sold to any per- 
son, whether for use or resale, and when 
purchased in quantities of $100 or more in 
value at one time, a discount of 1 per cent 
Is allowed. Whenever practicable but one 
stamp should be placed on an instrument 
or article. Where one stamp will net de- 
note the tax, 4s few stamps as possible 
should be affixed. 

“Proprietary stamps must be affixed con- 
spicuously on the outside of the article or 
package, and where practicable, so that the 
opening of the article or package wl! de- 
stroy the stamp. All such stamps must be 
plainly cancelled when affixed by writing. 
or imprinting with a hand stam — in- 
itials of the party or firm who patd th the tax 
and the year when affixed. 

“Collectors should make orders at once 
for proprietary and documentary stamps In 
quantities, and of denominations desired, 
for a two-months’ supply. 

“Stamps for checks and 
imprinted upon the paper as instruments 
in the cities of New York, Chicago, St. 
Louie, Atlanta and San Francisco, and 
it is expected that such imprinted stamps 
will be ready for delivery before July. 1. 
All orders for such stamps will be made 
throveh collectors and forwarded the 
stamp agent at the place where such 
stamps are imprinted.

WASHINGTON, June .—The great fight against the annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands was begun in the Senate this morning. Unless the friends of annexation 
weaken and agree to let the resolution go over until the short sessicn, Congress is 
likely to remain in session until the end of summer, 

A careful canvass of the Senate by an anti-annexationists this morning develops the 
fact that the Hawalian resolutions cannot be brought to a vote without ful] and free 
discussion. This ‘“‘full and free discussion*’’ will consume time, the only question be- 
ing how much time. Ali indications point to a prolonged and “protracted debate. 
There are % Senators who oppose the annexation of the Hawalian Islands, and most 
of them will actively assist to secure the defeat of annexation. 

As has been heretofore stated in these dispatches to the Post-Dispatch, the op- 
position will conduct their fight along the lines mapped out by the silver forces in '93, 
when they filibustered for three months against the repeal of the Sherman silver pur- 
chasing law.

the size fixed by law. The ferm and quality shall 
be the same as the postal cards now in use.

pounds and 8 ounces to the thousand. 

The color may be white, cream. light 
gray or the shade of the government card, 
which is light buff. The cards must .bear 
these words in print on the address side: 

‘Private Mailing Card—Authoriged by act 
of Congress, May 19, 1888."" 

The name of the sender is also allowed 
on the address side.

All efforta to induce Thomascheutz to 
talk were in vain and the rage of despair 
came upon him.

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AS TO CHILD LABOR. 


While the public will agree with the Board of Education that 
\ child labor ts a foe to education, it must not be supposed that 
Missouri is generally cursed with child labor, although it pre- 
Vails to a greater extent than is desirable. 

The Labor Commissioner, in his report for 1897, says that 
manufacturers seem to be generally cognizant of the law pro- 
hibiting the labor of children under 14 years of age in danger- 
.0us occupations. Only one instance was found of a disposi- 
tion on the part of an employer to evade the law. ; 

The trouble, the Commissioner found, was with the parents,| 
who, on account of dire poverty, were forced to send their 
children out to work instead of keeping them at school, and in 
order to be able to do so instructed the children to give their 
ages as over 14 when seeking employment. 

No law prohibiting child labor can cope with this condition 
Of affairs. It is an incident of the great labor problem. The 
way to get at the children is to better the condition of the 


parents.

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A GENUINE JINGO. 


Mr. Joseph Nimmo, Jr., one time Chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics, is a soaring and aspiring patriot.

Chief Campbell Says There Shall Be 
No More Speeding on Grand Avenue. 


West End citizens who Keep fast horses 
and who are in the habit of driving at Tam 
O'Shanter speed along Grand avenue be- 
tween St. Louis and Easton avenues, had 
better watch out. 

By order of Chief Campbell, an officer 
from the Mounted District has been detailed 
to duty in the prescribed district, and his 
only instruction is to look out for and ar- 
rest persons who drive at a faster galt 
than that allowed by ordinance. No matter 
how pretentious the turnout, the officer has 
instructions to overtake it if he can. 

In the beginning of the crusade against 
reckless driving along this popular thor- 
oughfare, patrolmen were intrusted with 
the mission. But the sprinting ability of 
the average patrolman when compared 
with that of West End horses is about like 
that of a snail pitted against Pink Coat. 
Invariably when the patrolman tried to ar- 
rest a reckless driver he was laughed at 
and left far in the distance. 

On Saturdays and Sundays the reckless 
drivers get in their best work, so for the 
present the mounted officer is on duty only 
on those days. If advantage ts taken of the 
mid-week, then an officer will be perma- 
nently stationed there. Grand avenue, but 
for the street car tracke is one of the pret- 
tlest drives in the city, because the street 
is unusualily wide. The fact that there are 
two busy street car lines in the middle, 
renders fast driving doubly dangerous. 

Jit is said that if the drivers abandon 
Grand avenue and turn their attention to 
some other part of the city, an equally vigi- 
lant course wil] be pursued.
